Watching the financial news lately? If so, 
you know that Monday’s big swing up (Ex¬ 
perts: Stocks Headed For Moon!

The lenses of healthy 
eyes are clear, flexible 
disks. But aging, some 
eye injuries, or congen¬ 
ital conditions can cause 
one or both lenses to be¬ 
come rigid and opaque. 

Progressive distortion 
of vision occurs as the 
lens blocks the transmis¬ 
sion of images to the re¬ 
tina. Usually, this hap¬ 
pens from the center of 
your visual field to the 
edges. 

Typical cataract symp¬ 
toms are progressive di¬ 
minishing of vision and 
blurring. This is parti¬ 
cularly true when oncom¬ 
ing headlights create a 
blinding glare (because 
of the way the light 
collects on the opaque 
tissues). 

During an office visit, 
patients with these symp¬ 
toms can be given a var-

iety of painless tests to 
confirms the presence of 
cataracts. But the most 
basic examination is per¬ 
formed with the slit lamp 
microscope. This device 
permits examination of 
the eye sections with a 
3-D effect; that is, you 
can see down into the 
eye and its many layers 
of tissue. The clouding 
caused by a cataract is 
usually quite obvious. 
Even early cataract de¬ 
velopment retards the 
amount of light reflecting 
back out of the eye. 

If the patient decides 
his or her lifestyle de¬ 
mands that the cataract 
be removed, 1 begin pre¬ 
paring them for surgery 
by putting them through 
a small educational pro¬ 
gram. It will be described 
in next week’s column.
